Apparently, according to the 
St Albans Crown Court jury, 
being verbally racially abused 
provides mitigating circumn- 
stances when butchering an 
innocent by-stander to death. 
So someone who has been 
racially abused cannot be 
held responsible for their 
actions, and the law will take 
into account this fact should 
they commit a crime.

Racist attack or a fall

AFTER a night's socialising in his 
pub in Brierfield, near Burnley, 
watching the England vs Argentina 
game, a local man in his thirties 
was attacked on his way home. 
He was setupon by a gang of five men 
who had been, according to neigh- 
bours, cruising the area all evening 
in a car. It was a particularly cow- 
ardly and vicious attack, which left 
the victim with his leg broken in three 
places, broken ribs and numerous cuts 
and bruises all over his body. 
The gang left him on the ground 
unconscious where he lost several 
pints of blood.

He remained in a coma for three days 
and doctors told police that his inju- 
ries were consistent with an attack by 
baseball bats and sticks. 

Despite providing clear descriptions 
of his assailants, police were reluc- 
tant to conclude that the attack had 
a racial motive, or even that an 
attack had taken place. One officer 
on the case even suggested that the 
man might have had a fall. 

When his doctor was told of this, he 
retorted: 

“Then he must have fallen off 
Mount Everest!” | 

The victim remains in hospital and it 
will still be several weeks before he 
is released. Police have now arrested 
three men from Brierfield's Pakistani 
community, who have been released 
on police bail.

a salvaged German 

U-Boat to Birkenhead 
docks serves as a timely 
reminder of the losses suf- 
fered by our Merchant Navy 
fleet in keeping Britain's 
essential supply lines open 
during the Second World War, 
and the horrendous loss of life 
amongst these heroic crews. 
Over 30,000 men of the British 
Merchant Navy were lost 
between 1939-1945. 
For our Merchant sailors there 
was no initial phony war that the 
people of Britain lived through 
in those early days.
